Regarding independent claims 1, 9 and 15, the prior art of records do not show the 

limitations of a method for identifying the type of golf ball/golf club by assigning Eigen value to 
stored patterns, to received patterns of balls and clubs during a swings, using assigned Eigen 
values to identify club or ball through matching processing between receive pattern and stored 
pattern, and in combination with other limitations of the claims. 

Other claims are allowed because they depend on the independent claims.
